PUBUC HOUSING 
In IMS, congress enacted a housing law 
which called for construction of 810,000' public 
. dwelling units over a she-year period. 

It was the bigfcst boost ever given public 
housing in the United States. Private builders 
Mw it as a heavy blow to their ' activities, 
while advocates of subsidized housing for low- 
Income families hailed It as a great advance. 

The act authorized erection of 135,000 units 
In any one calenddr~ytiar, but prescribed that 
this could be raised to 200,000 or lowered to 
S0,000, depending on economic conditions. 

As it turns out, oil these figures have been 
purely academic up to now. During the two-_ 
-yearspanaincfrcnactmentrbnly 2,800 dwelling 
tmlta have been completed. Another 02.500 
have been started. 

Most of these "starts" are relatively recent. 
After logging around the 3.000-mark In April 
and May.Hhe total jumped to 42,300 .in June; 
PubUc hoMtng olllclftla put on speed in Icui 
congress would shut off the program entirely 
during the defense emergency.
